Probe Report 
Russians Fly 
for Egypt

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi* 


dent Nixon has ordered a full 
scale review of the Middle East 
situation in the wake of a State 
Department report that Russian 
pilots are flying combat planes 
in Egypt. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said Wednes* 
day, "The President has or- 
dered an immediate and full 
evaluation of intelligence re* 
ports and the implication of 
them on the strategic balance in 
the Middle East." 


"We regard this as a serious 


development 
and 
potentially 


dangerous," 
State Department 


Press Officer Robert J. Me* 
Closkey added. 


In addition, a spokesman said, 


the United States plans to ask 
the Soviet Union what its inten- 
tions are in permitting such ac- 
tions. 


The Russian-piloted aircraft 


reportedly 
have not ventured 


into Israeli airspace, sources 
said, but stayed within Egyptian 
boundaries. 


Soviet Crews also are report- 


edly manning Moscow-built sur- 
face-to-air missile sites. 


Nixon pledged to keep a close 


watch on the Middle East bal- 
ance of power in making his re- 
cent decision not to grant addi- 
tional airplanes to Israel. 


The administration reportedly 


will take a hard look at Israel's 
standing request for more war- 
planes. Israel currently has few- 
er planes than the Arab nations, 
but have achieved what was de- 
scribed as a "qualitative" bal- 
ance of power through better 
trained pilots. 


The Russian pilots are highly 


trained and considered better 
than their Arab counterparts. 
This sophistication by Soviets at 
the controls of MIGZls, it was 
reported, threatens the balance 
of power. 


Speaking in New York, Under- 


secretary of State Elliot L. Ri- 
chardson warned Russia against 
a new escalation in the Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict, saying it could in- 
crease "the danger of stirring 
up a wider conflict."

refused to confirm or deny re- 
ports that Soviets were flying 
combat planes in Egypt. 


"Egypt's right to defend its 


air space cannot be subjected to 
discussion," the mission said in 
a statement. "The whole story 
is intended to pressure the Unit- 
ed States into supplying more 
Phantoms and Skyhawks to Is- 
rael."

Egyptians 
Thrown Back 
by Israelis

TEL AVIV (AP) - 
Israeli 


troops, guns and warplanes re» 
pelled an Egyptian raid across 
the Suez Canal before dawn to* 
day and sank 
four Egyptian 


boats, the Israeli military com* 
mand announced, 


A spokesman said the Egyp* 


tians suffered losses, but there 
was no report of the number of 
casualties on either side. The Is- 
raelis said it was the third at* 
tempted Egyptian crossing in 
five days. 


Military spokesmen said the 


raiders crossed the central part 
of the canal in eight-man boats 
and tried to storm an Israeli 
emplacement. After the Israelis 
drove off the attack, they con- 
tinued to bombard Egyptian po- 
sitions cross the canal for 
three hours until dawn, the 
spokesmen said. 


Tel Aviv also reported that Is- 


raeli planes pounded Egyptian 
positions along the entire length 
of the canal for more than two 
hours Wednesday. Israel said 
all the jets returned safely, but 
a military spokesman in Cairo 
said Egyptian antiaircraft fire 
brought down one plane. 


Meanwhile, President Nixon 


ordered a full-scale review of 
the Middle East situation follow- 
ing Israeli and U.S. State De- 
partment reports that Soviet pi- 
lots are flying operational mis- 
sions in Egypt. White House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Zie- 
gler said the President had 
called for an evaluation of intel- 
ligence reports and the "impli- 
cation of them on the strategic 
balance in the Middle East." 


This was sure to raise expec- 


tations in Israel that Nixon 
might now agree to send the Is- 
raelis some of the new jet flght-

tion. 


Mansfield called the decision 


to send U.S. advisers into Cam- 
bodia "the first step in the 
wrong direction." Noting that 
Capitol Hill was concerned and 
uneasy, the Democratic leader 
added: "This could now be

During the trial Miss Sykes, 


wearing a miniskirt and with 


her long blonde hair in a pony 
tail, testified that she was a vir- 
gin until she was a 22-year-old 
coed at the University of Michi- 
gan, but subsequently had two 
affairs there. 


She came to San Francisco 


two weeks before the accident 
on Sept. 29, 19G4. A Hyde Street 
cable car on which she was rid- 
ing slipped its cable, plunged 
down a hill and slammed into a 
power pole. 


Her visible injuries consisted 


of bruises on her thigh, calf and 
forehead and two black eyes.

psychiatrists testified during the 
month-long trial. 


Miss Sykes told the jury she 


received no pleasure from the 
numerous 
sexual 
encounters 


and once underwent an abor- 
tion.

Hot Springs Hilltop 
Tower to Be Raxed

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


The tower is dead. 


Symbol of the Hot Springs Na- 


tional Park for 64 years, the ob- 
servation tower on Hot Springs 
mountain is coming down in the 
near future, or so it seems from 
all concerned in the unfolding 
drama. 


The National Park Service 


closed 
the tower because of 


structural defects on March 19, 
1969, and this means death to 
the tower for all practical pur- 
poses. 


Contrary to some reports, the 


tower originally did not come 
from the St. Louis Worlds Fair. 
It was built from the ground up 
in 1906 by a Mr. Howell and has 
been an attraction for millions 
of people since that time. 


The tower stands more than 


2,000 feet above sea level and 
from the top on a clear day a 
person can see all the way to 
Malvern to the east and Little 
Rock to the north. 


In 1968, the last full year the 


tower was open, the tower en- 
tertained 115,027 people and in 
1967, 
125,456 people saw the 


sights of Hot Springs. 


According to Rock Comstock 


of the National Park Service, 
"There is in the immediate fu- 
ture no plans to include renova- 
tion of the tower in the planning 
picture for Hot Springs. We feel 
that the city needs another sym- 
bol, another tower most likely 
with a new design. There are 
plans on the drawing boards 
now for such a tower, not a 
design, just plans. We also have 
another sight in mind for the 
new structure but we can't re- 
lease the location until plans 
have jelled." 


The tower, like all conces- 


sions, is under a lease contract 
with the park service and must 
retain certain standards to stay 
open. 


It became apparent that the 


tower was becoming unsafe in 
1968 and in March 1969, it was 


closed. 


Pierce Flippen at Arkansas 


First National Bank, a trustee 
in charge of the property, said, 
"We cannot take any initiative 
to repair the tower with our 
contract running out in 1972. It 
would 
not 
be 
economically 


sound. 


"We would have to have a 


much longer contract to invest 
the $25,000 to $30,000 to fix the 
old tower up," said Flippen. 
"We at this time have not had 
any actual bids on the tower re- 
pairs." 


WR Allies

disagreement on the cost of 
President Nixon's plan to re«

The secretary, opening the ad* 


ministration's case tor the bill 
Wednesday, 
acknowledged 
it 


may cost $400 million more than 
the original $4,4 billion esti* 
mate. 


But Sen* John J, Williams, R* 


Del., the committee's senior Re- 
publican, Insisted the proposal 
is more likely to cost $1.25 bil- 
lion over the first projection, 


While several GOP members 


drew a bead on the program's 
cost and how it could be met, 
Democrats said the proposal 
raised hopes that clearly could 
not be fulfilled. 


Finch agreed the plan cannot 


answer all the needs of the poor 
but added it is not intended as a 
cure-all for unemployment prob- 
lems. 


The secretary said the plan 


would reduce the nation's pover- 
ty gap by about 60 per cent, set 
up national standards to make 
the welfare system more equita- 
ble, and provide real Incentives 
to welfare recipients to get jobs. 


Williams said he believed the 


cost has jumped by $1.25 billion 
because the unemployment rate 
now is nearly a full perqentage 
point higher than the 3.5 per 
cent figure used when the pro- 
gram's cost was estimated. 


The Delaware senator also 


contended the higher 
benefit 


lecels possible under the plan 
appeared to negate the argu- 
ment that it can increase incen- 
tives for those on welfare to get 
jobs. 


It would be possible, he said, 


for a family of four to get a 
$7,405 Income without any fami- 
ly member doing any work. 


Williams said this would be 


more than the after-tax income 
of a family whose head earned 
more than $9,000 in a job. 


The measure sets a minimum 


yearly 
guaranteed 
income of 


$1,600 for a family of four— and 
higher amounts for those with 
some 
personal income. The 


working poor would be included 
in the program for the first 
time. 
. 


Sen. Len B. Jordan, R-Idaho, 


.noted the budget surplus pro- 
jected by Nixon for next year 
already had been wiped out, and 
expressed concern over the ad- 
ditional cost. 


Finch said it was clear the 


President would stand for very 
little increase In the bill's cost 
without vetoing it. 


Sen. Fred R. Harris, D-Okla., 


said the bill held out "the pious 
hope" of jobs and day care cen- 
ters but would do little to imple- 
ment these promises. 


He said it would 
provide 


150,000 new Job training slots 
but would more than double the 
number of families on the wel- 
fare rolls to 3.9 million.

The real issue is whether 
the President of the United States 
can Involve this nation in a war- 
like Vietnam-without a formal 
declaration of war by the Con- 
gress. 


Yet, the significance of the 


proposal goes beyond even this 
significant issue. Passage of 
such legislation is simply ano- 
ther indication of the deep un- 
happiness in this country about 
our 
continued involvement In 


Vietnam. Our involvement has 
seemed to drift along without 
purpose. . .without 
any real 


achievement to justify the thou- 
sands of dead. . .without any 
indication that the conflict will 
end soon. 


President Nixon has without 


question tried to wind down the 
war. He has moved adroitly, in 
a political sense, to mute criti- 
cism of our Vietnam policy. But 
the Massachusetts 
legislation 


should be a clear sign to Mr. Ni- 
xon that the deep American dis- 
content about Vietnam is still 
very much with us. — Atlanta

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


economic signs remain mixed- 
some up, some down—but the 
Nixon administration is mount- 
ing a strong campaign to con- 
vince the nation it can "pull off 
the hat trick of economic histo- 
ry," restore stability without a 
recession. 


A strong stock market rally 


and the first drop in the Whole- 
sale Price Index in 18 months 
gave economic planners some 
grounds for joy Wednesday. The 
Dow Jones industrial average 
gained 13.06 points in recovering 
from its lowest point in six 
years. 


But on the other side, New 


York economist Pierre Rinfret, 
a former Nixon campaign advis- 
er, said an escalation of the war 
in Southeast Asia would mean 
worsened Inflation and "the end 
of the American economy as we 
have known it."
